negotiations. 

“We want peace but we want to 
lead a safe and free life,” Uusi 
Suomi asserted. “It is only for 
these reasons that we must fight.” 

100 Bombs Hit Helsinki Quay. 

The Finns reported that 12 
Russian planes were shot down in 
the bombing of Helsinki. The 
German high command, taking 
official cognizance of the attack, 
said 13 raiders were destroyed.

Allied Mediums Join in 
Assault — First Op- 
eration for Heavy 
Planes Since Friday.

Effect of Nazi Losses. 

Observers believe the Germans’ 
loss of at least 644 fighters last 
week cut so deeply into the Luft- 
waffe’s frontline strength that it 
must receive replacements soon or 
lose its ability to oppose Allied 
raids into Germany. 

But the weight of at least 20,000 


tons of bombs dropped in 13 mas- 
sive raids in last week’s Allied 
offensive indicated that a large 
percentage of Nazi plane produc- 
tive capacity was wiped out. At 
least 15 major German aircraft 
production centers were attacked. 


A recapitulation of official 
communiques shows that five 
United States Eighth Air Force 
operations during the week ac- 
counted for 439 of the 644 Ger- 
man planes.

Record Nazi Plane Loss.

A plan to revive the lagging po- 
litical interest of Edgar M. Queeny 
and to thwart any attempt by 
Wendell Willkie to get Missouri 
support in his campaign for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion was said by political observ- 
era today to be the reason for the 
recent offer to Queeny of the post 
as Republican National Commit- 
teeman from Missouri. He de- 
clined to consider it. 

The offer to Queeny, chemical 
manufacturer and leading finan- 
ejal supporter of the Republican 
party in Missouri, was disclosed 
yesterday, by Grover W. Dalton of 
Poplar Bluff, chairman of the 
State Republican Committee. Dal- 
ton said that Queeny had been re- 
quested to be a candidate for the 
post now held by his close friend, 
Barak T. Mattingly of St. Louis. 

Dalton revealed that both he 
and Mattingly had requested 
Queeny to consider the job. Mat- 
tingly’s continuation as National 
Committeeman has been opposed 
by various prominent Republicans 
who have expressed opposition to 
Mattingly’s espousal of candidates 
for United States Senator and 
State offices in the coming August 
primary election. 

Wanted Queeny to Be Active. 

Mattingly told the Post-Dispatch 
he had requested Queeny several 
months ago to seek Mattingly’s 
job as National Committeeman, 
“The reason for this was to get 
Queeny, whose interest in politics 
has been lagging recently, to be- 
come actively engaged again,” 
Mattingly said. 

“I felt that if that interest cotild 
be revived by my stepping down 
and getting Queeny actively at 
work at Republican national head- 
quarters I would be willing to step

New Ration Tokens Go Into Use 
Here Without 


Much Confusion 


Disks Used by Food Merchants to Make 
Change for Red and Blue Stamps Worth 
10 Points in Book 4. 


Red and blue fiber tokens, 
which Became valid yesterday for 
the purchase of rationed foods, 


went into general use today. 
Valued at one point each, they 
were given as change for 10-point 
ration stamps. 

Market operators reported most 
shoppers seemed to understand 
the new Office of Price Admin- 
istration plan and that a mini- 
mum of confusion was noted, 
They said, however, that crowds 
had not been large enouugh to 
determine whether the system 
would result in speeding up trans- 
actions at the checking counters. 
Most stores displayed posters ex- 
plaining the use of the disks. 

The tokens, which are valid in- 
definitely, were given in change 
for red and blue stamps in Book 
4. Each of these stamps carries a 
value of 10 points regardless of 
the figure printed on the face. 
Thus a shopper making a pur- 
chase of meat carrying a value 
of 16 pointe, for example, sur- 
rendered two red stamps and re- 
ceived in change: four red tokens. 
A shopper who bought canned 


goods with a value of 32 points, 
surrendered four blue stamps and 
received in change eight blue 
tokens, 

Three of the 10-point red stamps 
—A-8, B-8 and C-8—now are valid 
for the purchase of meats and fats 
and five blue stamps—A-8 through 
E-8—are valid for the purchase of 
processed foods. Both series will 
be good through May 20, 

Green stamps K, L and M from 
Book 4 for processed foods and 
brown stamps Y and Z from Book 
3 for meat will be valid until 
March 20. Change for these stamps, 
which will retain the value printed 
on the face, can be made either 
with tokens or with one-point 
green and brown stamps. 

The tokens are given only as 
change. The OPA said shoppers 
would not be permitted to cash 
10-point stamps and receive the 
full amount in tokens,

Mattingly may have had addi- 
tional reasons for offering to step 
down in favor of Queeny, politi- 
cal observers suggest. Both 
Queeny and Mattingly are support- 
ing the candidacy of Howard YV., 
Stephens of St. Louis for United 
States Senator, but Mattingly, as 
committeeman, has been the tar- 
get of much opposition because 
of it. 

An open fight which resulted in 
several prominent St, Louis and 
outstate Republicans sponsoring 
Clifford W. Gaylord of St. Louis 
as a successor to Mattingly has 
developed in the past month. 

This opposition has been led by 
Samuel C. McCluney of: St. Louis, 
former treasurer of the Republican 
State Committee, who told the 
Post-Dispatch he had been polling 
committeemen throughout’ the 
State in advocacy of Gaylord’s 
candidacy for Mattingly’s job. 

“The last thing a National Com- 
mitteeman should do is to have 
candidates in a State primary elec- 
tion,” McCluney said. “Mattingly 
not only has a candidate for Unit- 
ed States Senator, but also one 
for Governor. He has been sup- 
porting Jean Paul Bradshaw of 
Lebanon. : 

“Since the Lincoln day dinner 
at Kansas City, when opposition 
to Mattingly first came into the 
open, I have heard from every 
congressional district in the State.

He 
praised Mattingly and said he had 
never seen Gaylord at a Repub- 
lican meeting. 

“All of the candidates, both 
State and Federal,” he wrote 
them, “have an equal interest to 
your own.

Be Abolished for 30 
Million Taxpayers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP).— 
The House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee started work in earnest to- 
day on simplification of the in- 
come tax return. Rabe us 

In about two weeks, when most 
of the 50 million taxpayers will 
have completed the most intricate 
forms ever dispatched by the 
Treasury, the committee hopes to 
have its “streamliner”’ ready for 
presentation to the House. 


Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, said the new bill 
might have these features: 

(1) Integration of the victory, | 
normal and surtaxes into one 
over-all levy; 

(2) Adjustment of withholding 
levies and individual tax indebted- 
ness so that, in most cases, the 
amount withheld by employers 
will constitute the entire tax and 
supplementary payments and fil- 
ing of returns will be made un- 
necessary; 

(3) Revisions provided in the 
new form will be such that tax 
burdens will be continued, as far 
as possible, at their present level. 

Although Doughton expressed 
hope that streamlining of the in- 
come tax law might end returns 
for most taxpayers, Chairman 
George (Dem.), Georgia, of the 
Senate Finance Committee, said 
he believed the total tax for some 
30 million might be collected 
through the withholding tax alone, 
while the other 20 million would 
continue to make returns. In the 
latter group, said George, would 
bé those in high-income brackets, 
professional people and the self- 
employed, 

Simplification proposals  pre- 
sumably would not affect this 
year’s April 15 filing date for dec- 
larations of estimated 1944 tax, 
required only from an estimated 
15 million taxpayers whose _in- 
comes are above levels substan- 
tially covered by the present 
withholding system. 


Veto Hurt aes for Sound Tax, 


ys Willkie. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 28 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie yesterday char- 


acterized the tax bill veto message 
of President Roosevelt as “violent 
and iil-tempered,” but added that 
tax problems could not be solved 
by “dramatic resignations and 
oversentimeital reconciliations.” 


His statement made no further 
reference to Senator Alben Bark- 
ley, who, resigning as Senate ma- 
jority leader in protest over the 
veto message, had made caustic 
reference to the 1940 Republican 
presidential nominee, Barkley sub- 
sequently accepted re-election and 
wrote the President expressing 
continued faith in him. | 

Willkie said the action of Con- 
gress in overriding the veto re- 
flected the people’s mood “of wor- 
ry and doubt about the adminis- 
tration’s sense of obligations in 
handling their money,” and said 
the tax problem could be solved 
“when the administration by its 
conduct convinces the people that 
it is a responsible custodian of 
their funds and a unifier of their 
national life.” 

He blamed the administration 
for “the fact that we have an in- 
adequate tax bill,” reiterating his 
stand that “the additional income 
that the war has created should 
be taxed and taxed heavily.” He 
said people at home were “eager 
to match as best they can the sac- 
rifices being made by our fighting 
men who are risking and giving 
their lives,“ and added: 

“We must not bequeath to them 
a heritage of overwhelming debt 
—in short, make them pay more 
than is necessary of the cost of 
the very war which they are fight- 


ng. 

Willkie said additional revenue 
also was needed so that when the 
war is over, American economy 
could be given the benefit of “that 
stimulus that lower taxes always 
give,” to provide jobs and oppor- 
tunities for war workers and re- 
turning soldiers. 

“The violent and _ ill-tempered’ 
presidential veto message ad- 
vanced none of these causes,” 
Willkie’s statement said. “It was 
overridden by both houses of Con- 
gress, as everyone, probably in- 
cluding the President, expected. 
The President, of course, made a 
paper record, but lost the oppor- 
tunity to be constructive. That 
bitter message had no rhyme or 
reason behind it when it is con- 
sidered in terms of our national 
wellbeing. It served only to stir 
up personal animosity, to bring 
increased discord between the ex- 
ecutive and Congress.” 

He said the President’s only tax 
proposals were those submitted by 
the Treasury, and “some of them 
were unsound in method and mis- 
leading in approach.” The veto, 
he added, “lessened the opportu- 
nity for the eventual passage of 
an appropriate and sound tax law; 
the forces of inflation concerning 
which he has go frequently warned, 
were aided by his ill-tempered and 
unwise conduct.”

“2. It is evident that the ur- 
gent and increasing need of the 
services today is for men for 
general service and‘ that this 
need will progressively increase

“3, It is apparent that these 
needs cannot be met by lowering 
the physical requirements for 
admission to the armed forces 
or by increasing the induction 
of men for limited service. 

“4. In view of the needs of 
the armed services for men 
qualified for general service 
which needs cannot be fully met 
from the pool of men now on 
hand in. Class 1-A plus the an- 
nual increment of men coming 
of military age, it is apparent 
that the man power required for 
the prosecution of the war can- 
not be obtained except by induc- 
tion of men living with their 
families and recourse to all 
other available sources.”

He said not more than 10 per 
cent of the Army’s strength can 
be composed of men who meet 
only present standards for limited 
service and there already are more 
than 600,000 men in this category. 
At the height of Army expansion 
inductions for limited service ran 
as high as 20 per cent, but this 
is now down to 5 per cent and it 
was recommended that it not be 
increased. 

He said there was a decreasing: 
mumber of assignments available 
for limited service men _ since 
many Army units have completed 
training and are now moving over- 
seas. At the same time. there 
have been a steadily increasing 
number of men already in the 
Army who through injury or other 
cause have been rendered unfit for 
general service. These, he added, 
are more valuable for limited duty 
than men fresh from civilian life.

Rated as one of the best in the 
Mediterranean theater, this 
smooth-running, hard-hitting out- 
fit has carried its insignia—a 
square patch of blue with white 
diagonal stripes—into the thick of 
action in Morocco, Sicily, Salerno. 
across the Volturno, at Mignano 
and Mount Rotonda in Italy and 
finally here on the beachhead. 

It has figured in half a dozen 
amphibious invasions. 


Served Under Patton. 


It landed at Fedala in Morocco 
as part of Lt. Gen. George S. Pat- 


ton Jr.’ western task force. It 
saw three days of brisk fighting 
there and was about to storm 
Casablanca when the French capi- 


tulated. 
The division then began train- 


ing for the Sicilian campaign, but 
in the fina] stage of the Tunisian 
campaign it was moved across 
Algeria and thrown into battle 
against the Germans for the 
knockout punch, It went into ac- 
tion at dawn on May 8, 1943 and 
Gen. Jurgen von Arnim surren- 
dered unconditionally at noon that 
day. The division fired scarcely 
a shot, but it occupied Bizerte and 
rounded up thousands of German 
prisoners in conciuding the war 
in North Africa. 

It landed west of Gela on “D” 
day of the Sicilian campaign and 
fought straight through to Mes- 
gina. It spearheaded the push to 
Palermo and provided one of the 
big anti-climaxes when United 
States armored units, racing up 
from the west for the purpose of 
taking the same objective, found 
the dirty, bearded doughboys of 
the Third Division had moved in 
ahead of them and had spent the 
night there. 


Mopped Up North Sicily. 


Moving on, the Third mopped up 
the north coast of Sicily, executing 
in rapid-fire order two amphibious 
landings behind the German lines. 
It was the first outfit into Messi- 
na following one of the most dra- 
matic scraps of the Sicilian cam- 
paign. 

At Salerno, the Third Division 
landed on the eighth day after 
the operation started and was the 
third American infantry division 
to go ashore. 

Taking over from troops who 
had established the beachhead it 
pushed the Germans northward 
and broke through the defenses of 
Acerna. This breakthrough en- 
abled the British on the left to 
enter Naples. 

It stayed in the front of action 
nearly days before its first re- 
lief. Although some outfits have 
been in the line longer than that 
now, the length of combat time 
then constituted a record for this 
campaign. 


Fought at Cassino. 


The division punched ahead and 

articipated in the crossing of the 

olturno under fire. It drove on 
to take Mignano where it made 
the first dent in the outer de- 
fense fringe of Cassino. 

Then, ‘after fighting hard all the 
way, the Third was pulled out of 
line and given a rest. But as 
soon as the planning of the Anzio 
operation got under way the word 
spread along the front that “the 
Third drew the short straw 
again.” Amphibious operations 
are considered strictly bad medi- 
cine in any man’s war. . 

The Third splashed ashore in 
the first wave at Anzio on Jan. 
22, It encountered no oppositior 
until the evening of the second 
day. 

It is now holding an important 
part of the beachhead, but it did 
not bear the brunt of the two 
German all-out attacks against 
the beachhead positions. 

Although the division originally 
contained mostly Pacific coast 
personnel, replacements have giv- 
en it more the character of an

Both divisions are National 
Guard units, the Thirty-sixth made 
up of men from Texas, and the 
Thirty-fourth of men from’ Iowa 
and Minnesota. 

The Thirty-sixth Division troops 
were forced to relinquish their 
narrow bridgehead across the Ra- 
pido which was under observation 
from Germans holding high 
ground, including Mt. Cassino, 
The bridgehead has not yet been 
re-established, 

The Thirty-fourth Division's 
units have clung to Cassino with 
heroic stubbornness, advancing 
painfully building by building. 

The Thirty-fourth was in the 
lines for two periods of 76 and 
45 days, and the Thirty-sixth for 
three periods of 15, 43 and 31 
days. 

Both divisions have suffered 
heavy casualties. 


The Thirty-sixth came under 
gunfire for the first time on Aug. 
9, 1943, when it landed west of 
Pasteum in Italy and established 
the Salerno beachhead, Although 
it had never seen combat before, 
the division had been under train- 
ing for a long period, and de- 
spite the difficulties of the land- 
ing under direct observation of 
the enemy, it made good its foot- 
hold in the face of artillery, tank 
and machinegun fire. At the end 
of the day the division moved 
inland to a distance of four miles. 

It was relieved after the march 
to the North began, but was re- 
turned to combat in November to 
help break the German mountain | 
line at San Pietro in the Cassino.

Almost undescribable hardships 
were endured by both the Thirty- 
fourth and Thirty-sixth in the 
campaign around Cassino. Mi£ili- 
tary men with wide experience | 
have said. that the physical dis- 
comforts of Washington’s Army 
at Valley Forge could not com- 
pare to those suffered by these 
men, 

The attempt by the Thirty-sixth 
to bridge the Rapido was a most 
difficult operation and one not 
often encountered in military an- 
nals, observers said. The attack 
was made on a river with deep 
defenses behind it and in addi- 
tion the front was so short that 
the enemy was able to tell almost 
exactly where the attack was com- 
ing. 


P BADOGLIO, asserting “it was 
I who dumped out Fascism,” 
declared firmly in an interview 
that he intended to stay in power 
as premier until King Vittorio 
Emanuele “finds a better one.” : 


While British Prime Minister 
Churchill has said the Allies would 
reconsider the political situation 
after their armies reached Rome, 
Badoglio asked “who will there be 
in Rome?” and immediately. an- 
swered with, “Nobody else.” 

“If His Majesty founds a po- 
litical government after we get 
there, I will get out,” the Marshal 
said. “If he does not, then I will 
stay.” He indicated that his gov- 
ernment hoped to remain in power 
until all the Germans are chased 
out of Italy, 


Wants Ally Status. 


Badoglio, who received me in his 
office at the new seat of his gov- 
ernment in a picturesque Italian 
town, said he had asked in United 
States and Great Britain to ac- 
cent his government as a full- 
fledged ally against Germany. 

“I have asked for an alliance 
and I am ready to do everything 
necessary to gain it,” said the Pre- 
mier who surrendered to the Al- 
lies, signed the armistice and then 
declared war on Germany as a co- 
belligerent. 

“Your chief said that they were 
not fighting the Italian people, 
but only Mussolini and Fascsim,” 
the 74-year-old Marshal observed. 
“Who threw out Mussolini? It was 
I who dumped out Fascism. It 
was I,” 

Although he appeared to have 
aged considerably since I last saw 
him less than three years ago 
when we were neighbors in Rome; 
the Marshal is as spry as any ac- 
tive officer who has kept himself 
in fighting trim. His eyes spar- 
kled as we talked. 


Badogiio said he could put 10 
divisions of Italian troops into the 
field if the Allies would arm and 
equip them. “That’s why I asked 
for the armistice,” he said, “be- 
cause we had so few weapons.” 

He intimated that his purpose 
in asking for an alliance was the 
protection of Italy’s interests at 
the peace table after helping to 
defeat the Germans. While Ba- 
doglio did not say so himself, as- 
sociates told me afterward that

“Integrity of the Members” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The excessive indignation and excite- 
ment shown by the United States Senate 
in its frantic. defense of its “integrity,” 
and its vehement efforts to absolve 
itself of the charges of “special priv- 
ilege,” are downright comi 

Almost from its beginning, the Senate 
has been good-humoredly dubbed by 
smart observers as the “Millionaire’s 
Club,” due to the unusually large pro- 
portion of millionaires elected to that 
body. Further, it has contained, as 
members, some of the country’s most 
outstanding ex-lobbyists, formerly en- 
gaged in running errands for special 
privileges, and sometimes suspect of 
still doing so. ’ 

Some observers go so far as to say 
that the Senate is the citadel of special 
privilege. I just cannot understand this 
recent excitement over the charges of 
special privileges, as such charges are 
old ones, and borne nonchalantly here- 
tofore. 

This furor over the “integrity of the 
members” reminds me of a political ob- 
servation to the effect that a politician 
should never trouble himself to deny 
anything, no matter how serious the 
charges, unless the charges are true, in 
which case he should deny everything 
violently, and denounce the accuser. 

The first time I heard the defense of 
“integrity of the members” was in the 
last session of the Legislature. After 
spending days of foaming and fuming 
and exhausting themselves to a frazzle 
in defeating my small-loan reduction ef- 
forts, the St. Louis Republican members 
of the House would violently accuse me 
of attacking the integrity of the mem- 
bers, They made the accusation be- 
cause I kept insisting that I wanted to 
know all about the activities of the 
smallloan lobbyist who served as chair- 
man of their advisory committee, which 
engaged in selecting and indorsing 
most of their candidacies for the Legis- 
lature. 

Sometimes I think that legislative 
bodies ought to drop that grand-sound- 
ing and blanket phrase “integrity of the 
members” and let the voting public de- 
termine the respect and honor to be 
given their legislative actions. Action, 
rather than words, is the best indication 
of the purpose and righteousness of any 
legislative body, or anything else.

Seven Days’ Ruin 

Four miles above Hitler’s Reich, the greatest 
air force of all time carried out, last week, the 
greatest sustained air assault-ever made. Fifteen 
thousand American airmen joined R. A. F., Do- 
minion and Allied air forces in demolishing the 
major part of the Nazi aircraft industry, destroy- 
ing more than 650 enemy planes in combat, and 
reducing the Luftwaffe to action with increasing- 
ly unequal forces and without replacements, 

From Saturday through Friday, our raiders 
hurled 19,600 tons of bombs on 15 centers of Nazi 
fighter-plane production, expending, in the heroic 
effort, the lives of 3500 airmen, and 378 bombers 
and 50 fighters costing all told $100,000,000. 

There could be no doubt of the enormous pur- 


pose of the air battle. “At stake to a great de- 


gree,” said a United States communique, “is Ger- 

many’s ability to resist the coming invasion.” 
“The assumption is inevitable,” said, Britain’s 

foremost air commentator, Maj. Oliver Stewart, 


“that this is the beginning of the final Allied 


air effort.” © 

Already, for months, our air forces had struck 
the German fighter factories heavily, time and 
So effective had the as- 
saults been that Charles E. Wilson, executive 
vice-chairman of WPB, said fighter-plane produc- 
tion by the Reich had been reduced 43 per cent. 

Then the smoking, semi-ruined industrial giant 
that sustains Nazi air might was struck with 
ain power on an unheard-of scale. 

Fonr times our raiders blasted Regensburg, al- 
most demolishing a Messerschmitt factory where 
250 planes a month had been produced, and heav- 
ily damaging another. Thrice they struck 
Schweinfurt and its five sprawling factories, 
where nearly half of all the ball bearings con- 
sumed by the Ngzi war machine were being pro- 
duced; and every bomber of an entire division of 
Flying Fortresses—432 to 720 planes—~dropped its 
load squarely on the plants. F 

Thrice Augsburg, site of the Reich’s biggest 
producer of Diesel engines, was assaulted, once 
by a force of hore than 1200 bombers and 1000 
fighters. Two raids each were made upon Leip- 
zig, the main assembly center for Messerschmitts 
—one of them of 2530 tons; upon Bernburg, where 
the main assembly plant for a new Junkers, pro- 
ducing one-third of the Reich's twin-engined 
fighters was hit with 240 bombs. 

Twice raided were Stuttgart, with the great 
Daimler-Benz automobile works which was mak- 
ing engines for Messerschmitts and Heinkels, and 
the Bosch works, one of the Reich’s chief pro- 
ducers of ignition equipment for all types of en- 
gines; Gotha; Steyr, in Austria, where are two 
of the largest ball-bearing plants in all EKurope. 
Single raids were loosed upon Oschersleben, site 
of a Focke-Wulf airframe plant, and upon 
Aschersleben, Tutow, Hanover, Halberstadt and 
Furth, 

From bases in Erigiand and In Italy the raiders 
struck until, at an official estimate, 60 per cent 
of single-engine fighter production and 80 per 
cent of twin-engine production were put out of 
commission. 

Earlier, Luftwaffe losses had been replaced 
quickly with planes fresh from the factories. 


Now, said the United States Strategic Air Force: . 
“Fighter production capacity has been so reduced » 


that each existing plane knocked down is a vital” 
contribution, If these defenses are destroyed, our 
casualties in the invasion will be reduced greatly.” 
Allied air superiority over the Continent 
achieved the ratio of 4 to 1, in the estimate of 
Maj. Stewart, and “even local superiorities,” he 
said, “cannot last if the Allied air effort continues 
to build up at the rate of the last few days.” 
The air expert’s view that “it will become yet 
more violent before it is over” echoed the promise 
of Prime Minister Churchill last week: “The 
whole of this air offensive constitutes the founda- 


tion on which our plans for everseas invasion. 
stand in the scales, and the degree of attack will . 


reach far beyond the dimensions of anything yet 
employed or indeed imagined.”

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Penalties for Price Control 


A committee of the New York Legislature has 
put its finger on a basic weakness of price-control 
enforcement in its recommendation of penalties 
that black marketeers cannot take in their stride. 
At present the penalty in New York State is, 
at maximum, a fine of $26 or imprisonment for 
five days. It has been pointed out that the fine, 
which is the usual punishment, is trifling to a 
black market operator, who could pay it every 
day and still make fantastic profits.

Since Badoglio, the Duke of Addis Ababa, has 
become so vocal in his demand for full alliance, 
it is time to re-estimate those questionable con- 
tributions he has made to the Allied cause. 

The Army? It had no heart for fighting Amer- 
ican or British soldiers, or for fighting anyone 
for Fascism, especially on precious home soil. 
Let it be noted, too, despite Mr. Churchill’s in- 
timations to the contrary, that Italian soldiers 
who have seen action on our side have seen it 
over their shoulders while advancing in reverse. 

This is not to disparage the fight in the Itali- 
ans. Brigades of anti-Fascist yolunteers, prom- 
ised freedom from the shackles imposed upon them 
by monarchy, would be happy enough to join our 
cause. In the north of Italy, anti-Fascists are 
working underground to liquidate Nazis, Rut 
the Army under Badoglio is good for nothing 
save janitor duties. 

The Navy? Neither’Victor nor Badoglio gave 
orders for its surrender. They announced the 
armistice and fled. The Navy—traditionally so 
pro-Allied that it could not be risked in Medi- 
terranean battle—revolted against senior Fascist 
officers and steamed for Malta in answer to ap- 
peals from the Cairo and Algiers radios. 

Italian unity? There is sullen apathy in the 
south of Italy because the old Fascist civil ad- 
ministratorg remain at their jobs, There is po-

litical indignation, concentrated on the Allies, 
among all anti-Fascist leaders. There is anger 
among the freedom-minded men of the north. 

The deal with Badoglio has given us the kind 
of unity that forces Count Sforza to call Winston 
Churchill’s approach to the Italian situation “un- 
fair,” “unjustified,” “wrongly informed,” and 
publicly to affirm his “profound disagreement” 
with. it. 

Meanwhile, Badoglio continues to whitewash 
himself, to cover himself with a plaster of com- 
pliments for the magnificent things he has done 
“Who threw out Mussolini?

During 
the North African campaign, tankers made up 
60 per cent of the tonnage required for sup- 
plying the Allied forces. 

Gasoline is the fuel for transport planes fly- 
ing the wounded from field to base hospitals, 
and overseas to hospitals in this country. In 
the Arctic, gasoline heats soldiers’ quarters 
and cooks their meals.—From OWI Report of 
Oct. 13, 1943. 


Gen, Eisenhower required two tons of gaso- 
line and fuel ofl for each ton of all other 
equipment put together, including food, cloth- 
ing, ammunition and arms.

Heat on Medical Economics 

If there was ever a problem whose solution 
calls for a calm, temperate and scientific spirit, 
it is that of providing better medical care for the 
American people. Two special articles {n the 
Post-Dispatch yésterday showed how this princi- 
ple is being rudely violated by spokesmen for or- 
ganized medicine and powerful pressure groups 
in their attacks upon the Wagner-Murray-Dingell 
health insurance program, and how, on the other 
hand, a group of physicians who have kept their 
balance have subjected the measure to cool and 
constructive analysis. 

A fair example of the attacks is the statement 
of Dr. Morris Fishbein, editor of the Journal of 
the American Medical Association, that the bill 


is “perhaps the most virulent scheme ever con- ~ 


jured out of the mind of man.” In addition, there 
are the even more heated assaults by chambers 
of commerce, insurance companies, real estate or- 
ganizations, drug interests, reactionary political 
groups and the National Physicians’ Committee, 
with its tons of pamphlets and its close tie to 
the AMA. 

It is disheartening to find physicians; who de- 
mand and practice the utmost objectivity in deal- 
ing with a problem of medical science, going 
wildly partisan and accepting the aid of special- 
privilege groups when it comes: to a problem of 
medical economics, The Committee of Physicians 
for the Improvement of Medical Care, in its un- 
biased appraisal of the bill, surely has a better 
claim on public confidence than the alarmists, 
medical and lay. Unless the calmer minds among 
physicians obtain a greater influence, these heat- 
ed tactics on a matter of great public concern 
will do great harm to the profession as a whole.

Hitler counted on softness in the democ- 
racies. He weighed our “inferiority and 
decadence” in the balance when calculating 
the chances of war. 


He wrote in Mein Kampf: “The people, 
in an overwhelming majority, are so fem- 
inine in their nature and attitude that their 
activities and thoughts are motivated less 
by sober consideration than by feeling and 
sentiment.” 


The overwhelming majority of Americans 
and Britons have proved he was wrong. We 
proved it in the London blitz, at Dunkirk, 
in North Africa, now at Anzio and Cassino. 


* But there are still some here and in 
Britain who put sentiment above survival, 
who weep more over what we are doing to 
the enemy than over what the enemy has 
done to us, 


It’s Horrible But Necessary 


Two, British clergymen—Lord Lang, for- 
mer Archbishop of Canterbury, and the 
Bishop of Chichester—protested the other 
day in the House of Lords against the Al- 
lied policy of bombing German cities to 
destruction, 


Now 15 American and Canadian clergy- 
men have cabled indorsement of that stand 
and added: “Obliteration of historic cities 
and incineration of masses of civilian vic- 
tims does violence to professed war aims 
and standards of Christian faith.” 


Unquestionably, war is horrible. Unques- 
tionably, the killing of German civilians is 
horrible. Just as unquestionably, the death 
of Americans at Cassino and Anzio is hor- 
rible. We are going to see that as few of 
them as possible are killed. That means 
the destruction of German cities by bombs, 
and we are going to be tough enough to 
go through with it. 

This is total war. The German workman 
making shells to. kill our soldiers is an 


enemy as well as the soldier firing the 
shells, 

German cities as a whole are geared to 
total war. They are centers of defense fac- 
tories and transportation. To win with as 
little cost to our own soldiers as possible, 
we must destroy them. That’s not revenge. 
It’s modern, total war. 

An airplane pilot can’t play William Tell 
with a two-ton bomb and pick out just ma- 
chine tools or just the 13,000,000 Germans 
who voted for Hitler for President in the 
free election of 1932. 


Sentiment for Our Own Men 


The great American raid of 2000 bombers 
last Sunday knocked out an estimated 25 
per cent of Germany’s fighter plane pro- 
duction, It undoubtedly killed many Ger- 
man civilians. But it greatly weakened 
Germany’s ability to resist the coming in- 
vasion. We must think of the Americans 
whose lives will be saved in that invasion, 
and stop being sentimental about the Ger- 
mans, | 

Announcement of the clergymen’s mes- 
sage to Britain was made by the Rev. John 
Nevin Sayre, secretary of the Fellowship of 
Reconciliation, who declared two months 
after Pearl Harbor: “Viewed over a long 
period of time, I don’t think it would make 
much difference which side wins the war.” 


Among the signers was John Haynes 
Holmes, who canceled an invitation to a 
representative of “Peace Now” to address 
the Forum of his Community Church in 
New York when the trustees of the church 
protested. 

Holmes now wonders whether free speech 
is possible in wartime. We think it is, that 
democracy still-includes the right of a man 
to make a fool of himself. We think free 
speech also includes the right to point out 
that those who get sentimental about bomb- 
ings are playing Hitler’s game,

Schools as Community Centers

We have still to hear a good argument 
against fulltime use of the schools as com- 
munity centers, Certainly we are not im- 
pressed by the latest one—that this would 
mean using a lot of scarce coal. 

We doubt that it would make any appre- 
ciable dent on our coal supply, and we can’t 
think of any better way to use coal than 
to help make young people, and their par- 
ents, too, happier and better people and 
better neighbors. 


As James Marshall, a‘leading member of 
the Board of Education, has pointed out, 
the city’s high schools with their gymnasi- 
ums for dancing, swimming pool, etc., could 
be ideal places for girls to meet soldiers 
and sailors under good conditions. 

There could be no better places for neigh- 
borhood forums or amateur theatricals than 
many of our school auditoriums. New York 
has more than 900 schools that are dark 
and forbidding buildings in the evenings 
and over the week ends. We say they should 
be warm and friendly community centers, 
places to gO to and have fun, especially for 
the young people of the neighborhood, 

If this means more work for teachers, 
certainly they should be paid for it, and 
well paid, Teachers’ unions naturally should 


concern themselves with the question of 
wages and hours. But we suggest that they 
concern themselves, too, with this oppor- 
tunity to raise the teaching profession to 
a new level of usefulness, to a new high 
place in the community. 

Considered strictly as a means of prevent- 
ing juvenile delinquency, the cost of making 
the schools into community centers would 
be trifling. 

We should not forever wait until the cops 
must be called, as in the case of Brooklyn’s 
Little Harlem, before we attempt to strike 
a decent balance between the relative value 
of a few thousand dollars in the city budget 
and the lives and welfare of our young 
people,

“3 Is a Family,” which opened 
last night for a week’s run at the 
American Theater, is a farce com- 
edy wherein everybody gets sore 
at everybody else and slams doors. 
When doors are slammed the 
baby, about whose unseen but im- 


placable and stern presence the 
plot is built, wakes up. When the 
baby wakes up, it fills the day or 
night, as the case may be, with 
all the sounds of lamentation, 
anger, hunger and displeasure on 
grounds of the general principle 
to trouble the neighbors and their 
dogs and make its own relatives 
wish they’d never been born. 

Instead of sending a punitive ex- 
pedition to exterminate the baby, 
as is suggested indirectly by one 
of the baby’s relatives, the baby 
remains pampered and the rela- 
tives, out for blood in their baby- 
baited agony, turn on one another. 

The plot of the play, by Phoebe 
and Henry Ephron, who have a 
baby “of their own,” is designed to 
provide the maximum opportuni- 
ties for the relatives so to turn. 
To begin with, they all live to- 
gether in the same house, a bad 
business. Secondly, two other 
young women in the house are dis- 
covered to be on the verge of hav- 
ing babies. Thirdly, both the young 
father and a young father-about- 
to-be are either in the Army or 
are Army-bound. Fourthly, all the 
baby doctors are in the Army and 
there’s no space left in hospital 
maternity wards. “It is a patriotic 
duty to have your baby at home 
this year.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 (AP). 
—The United States Armed Forces 
Institute, which operates corre- 
spondenct courses for soldiers, 
has opened branches in five war 
theaters. 

The War Department said to- 
day that to enable soldiers over- 
seas to procure the courses [n less 
time than formerly was required 
when all business was handled 
through the Madison (Wis.) head- 
quarters of the institute, branches 
have been established in the 
Southwest and South Pacific, the 
Middle East, the European and 
the Alaskan theaters. The lessons 
are corrected and graded at each 
branch. 

The institute, first -set up in 
April, 1942, is intended primarily 
to train personnel so as to in- 
crease their value as soldiers. The 
subjects and fields covered, how- 
ever, are of such a nature as to 
permit students to continue in- 
terrupted studies and prepare 
them for future civilian pursuits. 

About 100,000 are taking corre- 
spondence courses, with 350,000 
more in off-duty classes conducted 
by educational officers using ma- 
terial supplies by the institute. 
More than half the students are 
overseas.

If you 
dress up, you feel more rested or peppy. A housewife at the 
end of a day’s housecleaning may be tired, dusty and frayed 
in nerves as well as clothing. Let her take a hot bath and shift 
to clean clothing, and she will feel much more rested than 
would have been the case if she had continued.dusty and at- 
tired in her old house dress. In hot weather, moreover, a bath 
and clean clothes late in the day will actually make the evening 
geem cooler than it is, for your morale is so improved by the 
feel of clean garments and skin that you feel fresher and hence

éé AND B. had an argu 

ment over cousing hav- 

® ing children. A. says 

the children will be feolish or 

crippled. B. saya they will he 

smart or foolish.’—Excerpt from 
my correspondence. 


_ The question is an old one and 
is heatedly debated at all times, 
The answer is not simple and can- 
not be given in the dogmatic terms 
ascribed to A. and B. above. 

The offspring of cousins are 
juat the same as those of the reat 
of the world, except that 
traits—family traite—tend to be 
emphasised. If the parents are 
brilliant the offspring tend to be. 
brillient. An <American today 
hardly needs to be reminded of 
that with the example of the 
Roosevelt family in the White 
House. The President and his wife 
are cousins. The children, it must 
be admitted even to those with 
political prejudice, are ahove the 
average in ability, and have cer- 
tainly shown patriotism and re- 
aponsibility in responding te the 
duties of the war.

THE CATCH I8 that the men- 
tally deficient and those other- 
wise handicapped tend to marry 
near felatives. They are shy and

Cousin marriages, even closer 
blood marriages, were the rule, 
And since they had the hereditary 
traits of mental deficiency, imbe- 
cility and criminality these were 
accentuated in the offspring, 
From this tasally alone Dugdale 
traced a total 76 criminals, 14 
Faspere, 01 illegitimate children 
98 prostitutes out of 700 people, 
Practically all were mentally so 
low that they were incapable of 
learning a skilled trade, if not 
actually imbeciles. 


Certain hereditary traits are 
articularly likely to be transmit- 
’ by con-sanguinous marriages 
“efor instance, deaf-mutism. In a 
up of inbred families at Mar- 
a's Vineyard there was an in- 
cidenoe ef 11 per cent of deaf- 
mutism, It ie estingated that the 
entire prohibition of firet cousin 
marriages would reduce the inel- 
dence of deaf-mutiam by 25 per 


cent.

TT 18 FROM SUCH records and 
experiences that the idea yune 
ground that cousins’ marriages 
always results in idiota, cripples 
and criminals. 

On the other hand there are reo- 
orda of families--such as the Ed- 
wards of New England, the Dar- 
wings and Wedgewoods in England, 
and the Ficks in Germany, among 
whom con-sanguinous marriages 
produced a remarkable number of 
geniuses, and men and women of 
exceptional achievement, . 

Tt is all a question of inbreed- 
ing, ‘The farmers who produced 
Shetland ponies and Percherons 
could have told you that. 

In general should estimate 


that the offspring of cousin mar | 


riages would be 98 per cent aver- 

age people; 1 per cent people of 

exceptional brilliance, and 1 per 

cent mentally defective or crip- 
led.

EFORE this week is over, we 
BP prectce that many a St. Louis 
woman will have fallen madly 
in love with Actor Charles Bur- 
rows, who is in the cast of “Three 
Ig a Family,” which opened at the 
American Theater last night, 
While Burrows doea not resemble 
the usual pin-up boy, except for 
hig hair which curls over his col- 
lar in the back, and while he may 
not elicit the screams and swoons 
of the bobhy sock trade, bel 
more the mature type, his app 
is such that women take one look 
at him and | say, 
cutest thing you ever saw?” 


Just how mature Burrows ig re- 
mains a deep mystery as he is 
alyly secretive abeut his age. The

"From then we stepped into a 
better organization, the Clio Club, 
which ‘put on performances at 
theaters. Then we got an offer 
from a touring company, The 
atar of the company was Minnie 
Madern Fiske; she was a young 
girl then and she and my sister 
were great friends, We traveled 
with her for two seasons, 
“It was easy after that. We 
ot to New York and had no dif- 
iculty finding roles, They told 
us we were very clever and I guess 
we were. I know she was, but I 
never attained the standard she 
raised. We appeared in many 
plays, Shakespeare's, Sheridan's, 
and I played all kinds of roles 
especially Vght comedy parts, I 
was particularly successful,” he 
added, eyes twinkling, “when I 
eked Aa a young fellow with 
vippent ideas, 
ne engagement I remember 
especially well was with the Henry 
V. Donnelly Stock Company. In

"T played St. Louis many times, 
at Pope's, the Grand Opera House, 
the Olympic, Haviin's, Ben De-

Burrows. has an even. earlier 
memory of St, Louis for his family 
lived here for a brief period, in a 
house on Washington avenue, Al- 
though he was very small, small 
enough to wear “little short 
dresses,” he remembers standing 
on the hill and watching the horse 
care by.

“Belasco was very particular 
about details,” he recalled, “Hye 
erything had to be natural, We 
once traveled with solid teakwood 
furniture—it was all you could de 
te lift it+-because the play called 
for it. Another time he hunted 
til] be found a Chinese bridal bed 
that waa exactly right. It was 
natural all right, so natural we 
had to have somebody come and 
exterminate the bedbugs. 

“He used to have drawings made 
of the characters in his plays and 
when you applied he'd look at thé 
drawing and then look at you te 
gee if you fit the part. All re- 
heargala were in costume with

atage settings, His ideas were all 
good but very expensive. For in- 
atance, onee he atarted a rehearsal 
you didn’t leave the theater. The 
cast all had lunch and dinner to- 
gether at a restaurant next door 
and at hia expense.” 

One of Burrows' proudest boasts 
is that he was never stranded, the 
moat terrible thing that could 
happen te an actor in hig day. In 
spote ef eccasional periods of lib- 
erty—he refuges to say he ever 
retired from the atage-—for «the 
most part he has remained active 
up to his present role. 

Prior to being called in by John 
Golden to his role in “Three is a 
Family, that of a doddering, half- 
blind, half-deaf, and thoroughly 
amusing obstetrician who is 
called back to duty after the 
Army has taken all the younger 
doctors, he was with the Federal 
Theater in New York and later 
in the American Jubilee produc- 
an at the New York orld's

HW YORK ia still his home, 
although he has no family aa 
beth his sister and his wife, 
aetress Marie Hall, died years ago. 
Aa for future plans, he admits he 
haa little use for them. 


"Tt don't think I ever had a fu- 
ture plan in my life,” he says. 


- “Thia whole business is a lottery. 


You may go up and down Broad- 
way, visiting every agency you 
know without getting a job, and 
then walk down the street and 
have someone tap you on the 
shoulder and say, ‘You're just the 
man I'm leoking for.’ There's no 
place for plang in a life like that." 

Of all the playa in which he ap- 
peared, Burrows has no outstand- 
ng favorite, “I loved them all,” 
he says. “They had so much more 
to them than just noise and exhi- 
bition like shows taday, We used 
to jeve playa for the beauty of 
their dialogue and the ideas ex- 

ressed. And people remembered 
hem, too, How many times now 
do you hear people say, ‘I saw a 
good mayie last week—what was 
the name of it—doggone it, I can't 
remember. Movies make no |ast- 
ing impresgion on you, FPersonal- 
lyf never go to them.” 

Although he rates a star on his 
dresging room door, it is pinned 
to the back of the scenery above 
a coat hanger because at the be- 
ginning ef the show's run he 
adamantly refused to have a dress- 
ing room, 

“Don't want one, don’t need 
one,” he said, “All I need is a 
place to hang my coat,” 

Consequently he puts his street 
clothes on a crossbeam of the 
stage set when he gets into his 
costume, an ancient Prinee Al- 
bert, Although he does not make 
an entrance until 9:40 he arrives 
at the theater every night at 7:30, 
and sits backstage, absorbing the 
atmosphere of the theater, visiting 
with the other players.

West opened the heart deuce, 
Declarer ruffed; led a low trump 
to the blank king-and then 
looked earneatly (but fruitiessly) 
for a convenient means of return- 
ing to his ewn hand. It was pa- 
tently dangerous to ruff another 
heart, thus shortening himself in 
trumpa, so he decided to lead a 
club te the ace. The ace and jack 
of trumps followed. , West won 
and, ingtead of making the hoped- 
for return of a heart, cruelly led 
his last club. This effectively 
killed dummy’s long suit. De 
clarer discarded a diamond on a 
third round of clubs, but this 
availed him exactly nothing. West 
ruffed and exited with a heart. Te 
make a long story short, declarer 
could not win a single diamond 
trick, and theref6re came out on 
the wrong end of an 800 point 
penalty. 


This was severe, but not unjust, 
punishment for having been crimi- 
nally shortsighted in She manage- 
ment of the trump suit.
